Vouchers to tackle food poverty

A voucher scheme to tackle food 
poverty in young families and re¬ 
juvenate local business was 
launched on Friday. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council is the latest authority to 
take up the Alexandra Rose char¬ 
ity’s the Rose Vouchers Project 
which supports low-income fam¬ 
ilies in the area to purchase fresh 
fruit and vegetables at North End 
Road Market. 

Residents who are at least 10 
weeks pregnant, have children 
under the age of four or are re¬ 
ceiving certain benefits are eligi¬ 
ble for the vouchers, which they 
can apply for at the Melcombe 
Children’s Centre or the Fulham 
Central Children’s Centre via 
the NHS Healthy Start 
Programme. 


Mums, children and commu¬ 
nity campaigners gathered at 
North End Road Market to enjoy 
a morning of fresh fruit and 
games and to encourage more 
people to sign up. 

Lucy Myers attended the 
launch with her son Tobias and 
started using the vouchers four 
weeks ago. She said: “It feels al¬ 
most too good to be true. 

“We always ate quite a lot of 
fruit and veg before but the best 
thing about this is that it’s so 
much more social than going to 
the supermarket. 

“I get to talk to friends when I 
go and pick up the vouchers from 
the Children’s centre and Tobias 
gets to play.” 

“It also feels great to be able to 
support the community by buy¬ 
ing food at the market.” 

Mum Kameka, who has been 
living in the area for 10 years, 


signed up for the scheme on the 
day. She said: “It’s so often that 
you look at the crisps in the su¬ 
permarket and they’re so much 
cheaper than the fresh stuff, you 
end up buying them instead. 

“But this will help me buy 
more fruit and veg , I’ve always 
used the market but I’ll definitely 
use it more now.” 

North End Road Market has 
partnered with the council on the 
project and is also set to benefit. 

Peter Johnson is a fruit and 
veg trader whose family have 
had a stall on the market for five 
generations. 

He said: “I think the project’s a 
great idea because it educates 
people about food and gets them 
to buy things they wouldn’t nor¬ 
mally. 

“It also teaches them how to 
cook which is good for the next 
generation because it gets them 


interested in food and cooking. 

“I’ve been working here for 
years and I see how kids nowa¬ 
days just head straight to Greggs 
and never by stuff from the mar¬ 
ket anymore, but I’m hoping that 
will change.” 

Cllr Ben Coleman, Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council’s cab¬ 
inet Member for Health and 
Adult Social Care wants North 
End Road Market to become one 
of London’s top food destina¬ 
tions. 

He said: “It’s an incredible 
place for food from all over the 
world and it’s been great work¬ 
ing with the residents to help 
raise its profile. 

“Schemes like Rose vouchers 
mean that the residents them¬ 
selves are helping regenerate the 
area because money spent in the 
market goes back into the 
community.”

We would walk 500 miles for medics

Londoners whose lives have 
been transformed by the ex¬ 
traordinary efforts of the cap¬ 
ital’s top doctors and nurses 
have pledged to give back to 
the NHS at a healthcare char¬ 
ity’s biggest ever sponsored 
walk. 

Hundreds of hospital staff 
and supporters are set to 
show their appreciation at Im¬ 
perial Health Charity’s Walk 
for Wards on Sunday, July 9. 


The event is expected to raise 
tens of thousands of pounds 
for healthcare projects at five 
west London hospitals - Char¬ 
ing Cross, Hammersmith, St 
Mary’s, Queen Charlotte’s & 
Chelsea and Western Eye. 

Collectively, the walkers 
are due to cover more than 
500 miles during the walk - 
the same distance as march¬ 
ing from Big Ben to John 
O’Groats. 

Thankful patients and hos¬ 
pital staff have come forward 
in their droves to take part in 


the challenge, sharing dra¬ 
matic stories of the outstand¬ 
ing medical care they 
received in their hour of need. 

Members of staff at Ham¬ 
mersmith Hospital’s 

chemotherapy day unit have 
teamed up with their patients 
in a bid to raise more than 
£1,500 for cancer care at Walk 
for Wards. The 10-strong team 
will put the money towards a 
“thermometer fund”, en¬ 
abling each patient to be 
given a thermometer to moni¬ 
tor their symptoms at home. 


“We are getting better at 
treating cancer but it’s also 
becoming more and more ex¬ 
pensive for patients,” nurse 
practitioner Lizzy Nkolobe 
explained. 

“The disease can cause 
them to have Tow bloods’, 
which predisposes them to 
infection. 

“The cheapest and easiest 
way to check this is to check 
temperature with a ther¬ 
mometer. Every patient 
should have one.” 

Imperial Health Charity’s 


Walk for Wards takes place on 
Sunday, July 9, starting and 
finishing at Merchant Square 
in Paddington. 

Participants can choose to 
walk either a two-mile or five- 
mile route. 

Last year’s event raised 
more than £20,000 to help the 
charity fund dozens of proj¬ 
ects for Imperial College 
Healthcare NHS Trust, in¬ 
cluding major redevelop¬ 
ments, clinical research and 
initiatives to improve the pa¬ 
tient experience.

The entry fee is £10 for 
adults and £5 for NHS staff, 
children (aged five to 17) and 
concessions. Under-fives can 
walk for free. 

There is no minimum spon¬ 
sorship.

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What lessons should have been 
learned from Lakanal House 


Six people died in Lakanal House in 
July 2009 in what was, at the time, 
the worst tower block fire in the UK. 

Catherine Hickman, 31, Dayana 
Francisquini, 26, and her children, 
Thais, six, and Filipe, three, along 
with Helen Udoaka, 34, and her baby 
daughter Michelle died in the fire. 

It looks like Grenfell Tower may 
prove to be the worst fire in British 
history. It dwarfs the King’s Cross dis¬ 
aster of 1987, with 31 fatalities, and 
the Valley Parade disaster of 1985, 
which killed 56. The only compar¬ 
isons are the 1988 Piper Alpha 
Disaster, in which 167 died, and the 
second Great Fire of London, which 
killed 1,500 people during the Blitz in 
1940. 

Such traumas change history. So 
will Grenfell Tower. 

The 11-week inquest into the 
Lakanal House deaths found opportu¬ 
nities to prevent the tragedy were 
missed. 

The blaze was started by a faulty 
television in flat 65. 

Southwark council had to pay out 
a total of £570,000 over fire safety 
breaches in the 16-storey 1950s 
tower block in Camberwell. 

Richard Matthews QC, represent¬ 
ing the council, entered guilty pleas at 
Southwark Crown Court in February 
to four counts of breaching fire safety 
regulations which were said to cover 
the 18 other charges. 

Southwark admitted failing to 
carry out sufficient risk assessments 
of the premises, failing to provide a

“suitable and sufficient” system of 
tackling a fire, as well as endangering 
employees and residents. 

Three main deficiencies by the 
council were discovered by fire inves¬ 
tigators after the inferno. 

These included a failure to main¬ 
tain ‘boxing in’ along the common 
corridors and the timber staircase, an 
absence of fire strips along all the fire 
doors in the building and a lack of 
cavity barriers in the suspended ceil¬ 
ings above the flats which all allowed 
the fire and smoke to rip through the 
building. 

The block was not designed to be 
evacuated as residents were told to 
stay in their self-contained flats 
unless the fire got inside, but the 
compartmentalisation had failed and 
the fire raged through the floors. 

Fashion designer Catherine 
Hickman’s terror could be heard in a 
telephone call to the emergency 
operator which was played to 
the inquest in 2013. 

At Southwark Crown Court in 
February, the authority was fined 


£270,000 and ordered to pay 
£300,000 towards the fire brigade’s 
court costs for bringing the 
prosecution. 

Judge Jeffrey Pegden said: ““The 
lack of fire seals failed to provide the 
necessary resistance to fire and 
meant the compartmentalisation was 
compromised, as was the effective 
means of escape and fire fighting. 

“There was no risk assessment 
carried out as of July 2009, and this 
would have identified the deficien¬ 
cies. This fell well below the standard 
required and the borough has been in 
existence for a sufficient period of 
time to be aware of its responsibilities 
for fire safety. 

“These were serious offences but 
ones which could have been easily 
remedied.” 

Fire safety inspections were being 
conducted at other properties run by 
Southwark council in 2009, but these 
had not reached Lakanal House by 
July. 

Council chiefs apologised for the 
failures as a refurbishment in 2007 
did not lead to up-to-date fire 
precautions barriers and signs being 

Since 2015 the block has been 
refurbished and was due to reopen in 
April at a cost of £11 million. 

Sam Webb, one of the expert wit¬ 
nesses advising the legal team acting 
for the Lakanal families, said: “Those of 
us who have campaigned over the 
years for greater fire safety in buildings 
have been ignored, ridiculed and some¬ 
times physically threatened.”

Hammersmith and Fulham council chiefs 
have moved to reassure residents that 
no tower blocks in the borough have 
combustible cladding. 

But the town hall is also seeking advice 
from firefighters on whether it needs to 
install sprinklers in its tower blocks. 

The borough has already set aside 
£5million for fire safety measures as a 
result of a fire which gutted a flat on the 
seventh floor of Shepherd Court, Shepherd’s 
Bush, in August last year. 

The borough has 15 blocks of 12 storeys or 
more but any cladding is different to that 
used at Grenfell Tower. 

Its tallest buildings are in the Edward 
Woods Estate, just to the east of Westfield 
Shopping Centre - Norland, Poynter and 
Stebbing Houses. 

The cladding in these blocks has been 
fire tested and contains a core which is 
fire retardant. 

The borough has recently carried out fire 
safety checks on all its tower blocks 
following the Shepherd Court block fire. 

It has also written to residents to ask 
them their views and give them as much 
information as possible, as well as setting 
up drop-in centres on its estates. 

A spokesman said: “We understand how 
concerned people are following the Grenfell 
Tower fire. 

“We have no blocks in Hammersmith and 
Fulham that have cladding like that used on 
Grenfell Tower. We currently have fire offi¬ 
cers visiting our estates to talk to residents 
and check fire safety arrangements, and let¬ 
ters have been sent to all residents in high- 
rise blocks. 

“Every property has an operational fire- 
risk assessment and these are kept 
constantly up-to-date,” he said. 

Early Years expert Laura Henry, who was 
brought up in north Kensington, is using 
her influence and experience in the child¬ 
care industry to co-ordinate resources to 
help the Grenfell Creche and local 
community, which is now without a base 
following the fire in Grenfell Tower.

The London Fire Brigade is stressing 
essential advice to help Londoners 
understand high-rise safety following the 
fire at Grenfell Tower. 

Since the fire on June 14, the brigade has 
been flooded with questions from members 
of the public about whether it is safe to live 
in a tower block. 

They have reissued practical guidance, 
supported by graphics and a short film, 
about high rise safety. 

London Fire Brigade Assistant 
Commissioner for Fire Safety, Dan Daly, 
said: “Grenfell Tower was a major fire on

“London looked on in horror as 
firefighters worked tirelessly to save as 
many people as possible. 

“I can fully understand why people who 
live in high-rises have questions about their 
safety but I want to stress that thankfully, 
fires are rare. 

“However, it’s vitally important to know 
your fire escape plan and where to turn if 
you have concerns. 

“I would urge everyone to read our advice 
to help you plan and practice what to do in 
the event of a fire. If you live in a purpose- 
built flat or maisonette your landlord must 
provide you with 
fire safety infor¬ 
mation, includ¬ 
ing an 
evacuation 
plan.“ 

Fire safety in 
purpose-built 
flats and 
maisonettes is 
dependent upon 
good 

maintenance and 
housekeeping. 

Residents should 
know the follow¬ 
ing: 

• all flat front 
doors and doors 
on 

corridors and 
staircases must 
be ‘self closing’ 
fire doors. 

• fire doors 
must not be held 
or wedged open 
as they are 
designed to stop 
the spread of 
fire. 

• things must 
not be stored in 
corridors or 
staircases as this 
can block escape 
routes and stop firefighters doing their job. 

• information about what to do in the event 
of a fire is understood and easily available. 

• you know who your landlord is and how to 
contact them. 

The brigade’s full advice to people who 
live in a purpose-built flat or maisonette is 
on its website but in summary it says: 

• if the fire is actually inside your flat or 
maisonette, leave immediately and call 999. 


• if there is a fire or smoke inside your flat 
or maisonette and your escape route is NOT 
clear, it may be safer to stay in your flat or 
maisonette until the fire brigade arrives. 

• find a safe room close the door and use soft 
materials to block any gaps to stop the 
smoke. Go to a window, shout “Help, Fire” 
and call 999. 

• if there is a fire in another part of your 
building while you are inside your purpose- 
built flat or maisonette, and you're not affect¬ 
ed by the fire stay put and call 999. 

• you are usually safer staying put in your 
own flat or maisonette unless heat or smoke 
is affecting you. 

• a self-contained, 
purpose-built flat or 
maisonette will typ¬ 
ically give you 
between 30 and 60 
minutes’ protection 
from fire. 

Good advice for 
every home in 
London is 

• fit smoke alarms 
in every room. 
Smoke alarms pro¬ 
vide a vital early 
warning and can 
allow extra 
time to escape if 
there is a fire in 
your home. 

• always make sure 
you have an escape 
plan in place and 
that everyone in 
your home knows 
what to do in an 
emergency.

Brigade Assistant 
Commissioner Daly 

said: “It is important 
to be completely clear that we do not 
yet understand why the fire at Grenfell 
Tower spread in the way that it did 
and a full and thorough police led 
investigation is under way. 

“These are really important points to 
understand for anyone who lives in a high- 
rise property or those advising people living 
in a similar property.”

Questions raised after disaster 


A) Sprinklers - inside and out 

Sprinklers inside could have stopped the fire spreading 
through flats, but building regulations did not require them 
when Grenfell was built. Dubai and Australia have recent¬ 
ly forced developers building towers with combustible 
cladding to fit outside sprinklers 

B) Cladding 

Grenfell Tower was covered in a type of cladding, which 
appears to have burned strongly. Firefighters, fire safety 
experts and architects voiced alarm about the speed with 
which the fire swept across the new polyester powder-coated 
facade, installed as part of the refurbishment to improve the 
building’s insulation and appearance. Current regulations do 
not insist that cladding has to be non-combustible. The only 
restriction is that they do not add to the heat of a fire. The polic¬ 
ing and fire minister, Nick Hurd, has ordered checks to be car¬ 
ried out on tower blocks that have undergone similar 
refurbishments. Five London councils announced on Thursday, 
that they would review the fire safety of their tower blocks. 

C) Fire doors 


All new buildings in the UK must have fire doors to the flats 
and stairwells to contain any blaze. 

D) Alarm system 

One man said the first thing he heard was the sirens of emer¬ 
gency vehicles. Only smoke alarms in individual flats were 
working. Were they battery operated or hard-wired into the sys¬ 
tem? Should all tower blocks have an alarm which sounds 
throughout the building? 

E) Advice to “stay put” 

The advice for residents to “stay put” in the event of a fire 
stems from their design. Each flat is “compartmentalised” 
to stop flames spreading. But the Grenfell Tower blaze 
spread rapidly from flat to flat. Some of the victims killed 
in the 2009 fire at Lakanal were told to stay put. 

F) Second staircases 

A second staircase could have helped those trapped on the 
upper floors escape. Current planning regulations do not insist 
on a second one.

Leading the way over cleaner air 


Over the last 18 months, my 
fellow Labour councillors 
and I have introduced 100 
Source London electric vehi¬ 
cle (EV) charging points in 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 
That is the most in the coun¬ 
try and many times more 
than any other council. We 
aim to have 250 by the end of 
the year. 

We’ve also introduced the 
Bluecity electric car club and 
negotiated a deal that allows 
our residents to try the club 
for free. 

The electricity provided by 
Source London is SSE Green 
which comes with a zero 
emission rating - mostly 
being generated from wind 
and hydro-electric sources. 

Driving one of the Bluecity 
EV cars has the pleasant ef¬ 
fect of putting a smile on your 
face, but that isn’t our pri¬ 
mary motivation. 

We believe we need to 
make a determined push to 
clean our air. 

Air pollution is linked to 
chronic lung problems, heart 
conditions, breast cancer, de¬ 
mentia and even diabetes. 
Roughly 30,000 Britons are 
believed to die prematurely 
each year because of the UK’s 
dirty air, and London’s air is 
the filthiest with the 50 top 
worst black-spots in the coun¬ 
try. 


The south side of the Ham¬ 
mersmith Broadway gyra¬ 
tory is the fifth worst polluted 
black-spot in the country. 
Our borough has four of the 
UK’s other worst areas suf¬ 
fering filthy air. 

Of all the Tailpipe pollu¬ 
tants, nitrogen dioxide (N02) 
is among the worst. The UK 
signed up to the European 
Union’s limit of 40 micro¬ 
grams of N02 per cubic metre 
on average per year. 

People living, working or 
simply passing by the Ham¬ 
mersmith Flyover are breath¬ 
ing in air that has 114 
micrograms of N02 in it. 
Other spots around the West¬ 
way were also well over the 
EU’s safe limits. 

We’re taking a number of 
actions to improve air qual¬ 
ity, such as introducing new 
safe cycle routes, planting 
plants that absorb pollutants, 
deterring lorries and rat-run¬ 
ning cars from entering resi¬ 
dential areas and lobbying 
the government and Lon¬ 
don’s Mayor to replace the 
Hammersmith Flyover with 
a flyunder. 

But, the Source London 
network and the Bluecity car 
club has the potential to 
make a generational shift and 
change how all of us live and 
travel as EVs and the EV car 
club catches on in London 


and other parts of the coun¬ 
try. 

We aim to increase the 
number of EV charging 
points and to keep building 
the network and encouraging 
demand to increase. 

The scheme is run by the 
Bollore Group, a French com¬ 
pany which has invested £3 
million into our borough. Its 
electric cars are made in the 
European Union, bringing 
new jobs and economic 
growth with this new 
lifestyle choice. 

I say new... actually elec¬ 
tric cars were popular from 
the 1880s until the early 20th 
century. But as the internal 
combustion engine was re¬ 
fined and gasoline became 
cheap and plentiful they lost 
out and the twentieth century 
took a different path. It’s not 
hard to see how different 
modern history might have 
been without our reliance on 
oil. 

So how should we plot the 
course for the next 140 years? 
What will future generations 
say about us if we don’t ur¬ 
gently clean our air and find 
new ways of getting around 
and living in a way that sus¬ 
tains our environment? 

We have to act and in Ham¬ 
mersmith & Fulham, I am de¬ 
termined we remain in the 
vanguard in doing so.

Well done to 
MP for raising 
subject of 
knife crime 

Chuka Umunna, MP for 
Streatham is to be applauded 
for raising the profile of knife 
crime in London and the link 
with young people’s mental 
health. 

Police reports indicate the 
frequency of knife crimes 
have been rising. Presenta¬ 
tions to hospital Accident and 
Emergency Centres following 
knife crime have increased, 
resulting in both life changing 
traumatic injuries and death. 
Most of the victims and perpe¬ 
trators are young, frequently 
from neighbouring if not the 
same localities. Every fatal 
stabbing is a tragedy leaving 
behind devastated, grieving 
families and communities. 

What lies behind this in¬ 
crease of knife carrying? For 
some, carrying and use of 
weapons is part of a broader 
pattern of serious antisocial 
behaviour, and might be asso¬ 
ciated with other serious vio¬ 
lence, gangs or the drug trade. 
However according to a Police 


and Crime Committee report, 
gang activity accounted for 
less than five per cent of knife 
crimes and that following an 
incident of serious violence, 
some young people will carry 
a knife if they feel unsafe. 
Many ordinary young people 
believe that they need to be 
prepared to defend them¬ 
selves. 

The links between knife 
crime and young people’s 
mental health are manifold. At 
the one end of the spectrum, 
young people who develop se¬ 
riously antisocial behaviour 
suffer high rates of neurode- 
velopmental and emotional 
difficulties (such as Attention 
Deficit Hyperactivity Disor¬ 
der, specific learning difficul¬ 
ties, anxiety, depression, 
substance misuse, Post Trau¬ 
matic Stress Disorder, self 
harm and suicidality). Vulner¬ 
able girls are groomed and ex¬ 
ploited by young men in gangs 
to become agents for drugs, 
weapons and sex. These diffi¬ 
culties occur most frequently 
in families facing multiple ad¬ 
versities such as poverty, iso¬ 
lation, domestic violence and 
parental mental health diffi¬ 
culties. 

At the other end of the spec¬ 
trum young people within or¬ 
dinarily supportive families 
are experiencing fear and anx¬ 


iety about their personal 
safety, and are traumatised by 
actual or virtual exposure (via 
social media) to threats, stab- 
bings and even murder. Sup¬ 
port needs to be available to 
these young people and their 
families. 

The police have been visible 
in launching a number of ini¬ 
tiatives to specifically tackle 
knife crime in the capital, 
such as Operation Sceptre 
since 2015, which includes a 
range of components, from 
law enforcement to school ed¬ 
ucation programmes. 

But as implied by Chukka 
Umunna, addressing the un¬ 
derlying risks and full impact 
of knife crime requires 
broader, bold, innovative 
measures. This systemic prob¬ 
lem requires multiple complex 
interventions across agencies 
and services with high levels 
of cross sector collaboration. 

Chukka Umunna’s call to 
action should be heard by all 
who believe that London re¬ 
mains a relatively safe city, 
that should be enjoyed by all, 
free from fear, most especially 
by our children and young 
people.

A time capsule was buried at 
Queen’s Manor Primary 
School to celebrate work be¬ 
ginning on Hammersmith and 
Fulham’s new centre for dis¬ 
abled children and young 
people. 

The new centre is being built 
at the school in Queensmill 
Road, Fulham, but will be open 
to all the borough’s families. 

Queen’s Manor Primary 
School’s own support unit for 
pupils with special educa¬ 
tional needs will be rebuilt and 
landscaping will be carried out 
around the school. 

The £6million project is 
being funded by Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham council. 

A celebration was held on 
Saturday, June 17 and was the 
highlight of Queen’s Manor’s 
annual summer fair. 

“There was a lot of excite¬ 
ment on the day about the 
plans and the state-of-the-art 
support the two new centres 
will provide to families and 
young people,” said Cllr Sue 
Macmillan, the council’s cabi¬ 
net member for children and 
young people.

“Helping families thrive is at 
the heart of everything we 
do in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham. Together with parents, 
carers and teachers, we’ve de¬ 
signed a 

centre which will help do just 
that.” 

Pupils helped pick the con¬ 
tents of the time capsule which 
included the day’s papers, the 


school’s uniform and syllabus, 
popular children’s books, a 
picture of the queen and a 
fidget spinner. 

It was buried at the site of 
new centre which will be run 
by the council’s disabled chil¬ 
dren’s service. 

It will be open seven-days-a- 
week, including at evenings 
and weekends. 


The centre will be a space for 
all children and young people 
with disabilities to safely play, 
as well as a key support for 
parents in need of information 
and advice. 

“We’re really excited 
about both the centre and the 
SEN unit,” said Claudine 
Schapper, whose nine-year-old 
son attends Queen’s Manor. 

“It’s really helpful that it’s 
on the school’s premises. 

My son has autism so at the 
moment he can’t always 
join in with after school activ¬ 
ities. 

“I know parents would jump 
at the chance to have this new 
service. One parent I spoke to 
was reconsidering her 
decision to move abroad be¬ 
cause of it. 

“I think it will really 
improve our lives.” 

The excitement was echoed 
by Sonja Harrison, head¬ 
teacher of Queen’s Manor. 

“I’m delighted work has 
begun on these two fantastic 
new centres,” she said. 

“Young people and their 
families have been involved in 
the whole process and I know 
it will really make a difference 
to their lives.” 



New kitchen 
means church 
can continue to 
feed homeless 

A Fulham church will be able to continue 
feeding homeless people and running pen¬ 
sioner lunch clubs, thanks to help from Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham council and its 
contractor Mitie. 

St John’s Church, pictured, approached the 
council for help when its dated kitchen was 
simply unable to cope with demand. 

“St John’s does so much for the commu¬ 
nity and it was a pleasure to be able to help 
them,” said Cllr Ben Coleman, the council’s 
cabinet member for health and adult social 
care. 

“We offered some council funding and 
called up our contacts. I’m delighted that Mitie 
pitched in.” 

As well as the installation of a new cooker 
and hood, a whole new extraction system had 
to be put in place, plus new work surfaces. 

The kitchen is used by church and charity 
volunteers to cook food for the night shelter, 
which gives homeless people somewhere to 
sleep. 

St John’s also provides meals for children’s 
groups, a senior citizens lunch club and other 
community groups. 

Mitie provided labour and planning expert¬ 
ise for free and the cooker itself came at a 
heavily discounted price from Nisbets Cater¬ 
ing Supplies on Fulham Road. 

The St John’s operation is well supported 
by businesses in the Fulham Broadway area, 
who also donate food. 

Whole Foods Market supply the bread, five 
local restaurants give soup and traders on 
North End Road Market offer fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles. 

Mince comes from a local butcher’s, and 
other food is donated by Cote, the Malt House, 
Al Santo and Love Walk Cafe. 

“This is a great example of a whole com¬ 
munity pulling together to help others” said 
Cllr Coleman.

A mixture of blood pressure 
tablets, heart tablets and 
tablets to protect your 
stomach from the other tablets. 

So, I have no idea how long 
this has been going on for. 

For all I know it could be 
years. But, what dawned on 
me recently is the fact that she 
is absolutely perfectly fine 
without these cocktail of 
tablets that she has been 
taking or in her case not 
taking for many years. 

What a waste of money. I 
have to say, personally I 
am glad she’s not been 
taking them. 

Of course, once the GP had 
confirmed that she is perfectly 
fine without them, why on 
earth was she prescribed all 
these tablets to begin with? 


How much money has been 
wasted on my mother? 

She’s at an age that she 
doesn’t pay for her 
prescriptions. So how much is 
it actually costing the NHS? 

How many other patients 
are there out there being 
prescribed drugs they don’t 
really need? 

How many are also hiding 
them away because 
really they don’t want to be 
taking so many tablets. 

Perhaps GPs really need to 
cut down on the amount of 
prescription drugs they are 
dishing out to people. 

Are they all really neces¬ 
sary? 

Look at my mother’s case, 
four tablets were not 
necessary at all. 

So how many more millions 
of drugs are being given out to 
people because that seems to 
be the only option? 

There are other options, but 
for some reason the issuing 
of drugs has become the 
only option. 

Or is the NHS so cemented 
in their relationship with 
pharmaceutical companies 
that they are happy to be 
spending millions of pounds 
on drugs that probably work 
just as much as a Smartie? 

Now, I’m not saying to 
people out there who are on 
similar concoctions of drugs 
to stop taking them, I am 
merely highlighting that in 
my mother’s case. 

They have been wasted and 
more importantly why were 
they prescribed to her in the 
first place? Perhaps at the 
time they were needed, but 
why let her continue being on 
them without considering 


stopping them once her 
symptoms had improved. 

Instead she has been left on 
tablets for years. 

Why don’t we look more to 
alternative cures, hold off div¬ 
ing straight for the tablets, 
perhaps give the patient a di¬ 
etary plan, an exercise plan, a 
relaxing plan, a yoga plan, a 
stretching plan, a drink so 
many litres of water a day 
plan, anything, other than 
straight for the tablets. 

Surely in the age that we 
live in there are alternative 
choices we can make and 
surely there should be more 
buy in from the GPs. 

The amount of money they 
could be saving by not 
prescribing drugs but an 
alternative cure could 
be huge. 

Perhaps GPs are scared to 
do that as they may find that 
eventually people will have 
no need for them or for 
their tablets. 

I have to say that since my 
mum has stopped taking these 
tablets, she does seem a lot 
better and a lot happier. 

Perhaps there is something 
in stopping prescription drugs 
after all.

E ach of the many disas¬ 
ters to hit London in 
the past few weeks has 
had their defining mo¬ 
ments. We saw the 
man clutching his pint 
as he fled the London Bridge 
attack and heard of Imam Mo¬ 
hammed Mahmoud calming 
the crowd following the ter¬ 
rorist attack on the Finsbury 
Park mosque worshippers in 
the early hours of Monday 
morning. A defining moment 
for me came last week when I 
learned that Ines Alves, 16, sat 
her chemistry GCSE in her 
pyjamas having fled the 
flames of Grenfell Tower the 
night beforehand. What spirit 
and class she showed. 


Young people often get a 
bad rap in the media, particu¬ 
larly millennials, the 18-34- 
year olds who are stereotyped 
as lazy or entitled. 

But many of them have 
much to teach us. 

One young Muslim col¬ 
league who now lives in the 
Middle East said about the 
Finsbury Park attack: “It’s 
sad. I grew up in London 
and back then the best thing 
about it was how inclusive it 
was. 

“There was a real sense of 
community and respect for 
other cultures.” 

That was the most common 
sense I’d heard about divided 
London, and what I remember 
growing up in Brixton and 


Herne Hill. 

And although social media 
came alive to the fact that Je¬ 
remy Corbyn’s son Tommy 
resembles actor Elijah Wood, 
this young man and his two 
brothers will have 
doubtlessly helped to re-shape 
the Labour Party’s political 
and communications ap¬ 
proach. 

For years, both major par¬ 
ties created policies to please 
older people as they are more 
likely to vote. 

The June 8 election saw a 
turnout of 18 to 24-year-olds of 
66.4 per cent compared to 43 
per cent in 2015. 

The good thing is that when 
youth shape the agenda, it 
changes from what Daily Mail 


readers want to issues such as 
reducing debt and making ed¬ 
ucation a priority. 

Raising children is a chore 
on occasion, the sleepless 
nights, the stinky bottoms, 
the rows with your partner as 
you negotiate who will get up 
at 3am to watch a tiny baldy 
guzzle milk.

My sons have opened my 
eyes to the fact that univer¬ 
sity campuses harbour just as 
many people taking drugs as 
housing estates, yet the police 
seem less interested in folks 
with A-stars and wealthy par¬ 
ents 

And they’ve taught me that 
if we let rich foreigners buy 
up all our housing stock in 
London, my boys will be liv¬ 
ing at home until they’re 50. 

Personally, I can’t take the 
recycling, the endless whirr 


of the washing machine, their 
friends who stay over in mas¬ 
sive man heaps in the living 
room; not until I’m 100, any¬ 
way. 

Whether it’s our children, 
grandchildren, nieces, 
nephews, step-kids, friends’ 
offspring or god children, 
young people will always in¬ 
spire us. Empathy from them 
is just one emoji away. And if 
there’s an exam to be sat, like 
the amazing Jeremy Corbyn 
young people had the night 
after Grenfell Tower, they’ll 
be there.

My cat is staying with a trusted 
friend while I’m away for a few 
days. He’s had issues with his 
bladder suddenly blocking up 
in the past, if he gets sick 
while I’m away, can my friend 
take him to my vet for me? 

Yes, it’s possible for your friend 
to take your cat to the vet on your 
behalf. 

You’ll need to provide a 
signed, written letter of consent 
that gives permission for your 
friend to agree to treatment for 
your cat while you’re away. 

It may also be worth ringing 
your vet before you go as they 
may be able to add your friend’s 
details to the system, which 
could speed things up if a trip to 
the vet’s is necessary. 

I’ve got a nine-month-old male 
Bichon Frise, Bertie. Lately, he 
keeps mounting and 
humping everyone who visits 
our house! I 

know the behaviour is natural, 
but I don’t 

want him doing it to my 
guests! How can I 
stop him? 

Dogs are very social and so visi¬ 
tors are a common focus of 
excitable behaviour. 

Mounting behaviour may be 
intensified by sex 
hormones, so I would recom¬ 


mend you take Bertie to your vet 
to discuss neutering. 

Neutering will reduce any hor¬ 
mone-fuelled 

behaviours, plus it has other 
health benefits. 

If it is a behavioural habit, your 
vet can likely 

recommend a behaviourist to 
help you work through the prob¬ 
lem. 

I took on my friend’s parrot, 
Angus, as she moved house 
and couldn’t keep him. But he 
keeps saying a rather rude 
word whenever anyone goes 
past the cage - it’s very 
embarrassing! How can we get 
him to stop? 

Parrots are very social animals 
and Angus is saying this word 
because he has learnt that it gets 
him 

attention from people. 

You need to make sure 
everyone completely 
ignores him whenever he 
says this word; don’t 
speak to him or even look 
at him. 

But give him lots of 
attention when he 
behaves well or 
says words that 
you want him to 
say. 

Over time, 
he will learn that 





this word means he gets ignored, 
but other ways of behaving or 
speaking get him attention. 

It will take time and patience, 
but eventually he should stop 

saying naughty 
words.

Owners are encouraged to 
protect pets from parasites 


T hroughout June and 
July hundreds of vet 
practices up and down 
the country, including 
Barons Court Vets, 
Abingdon veterinary 
clinic and Kensington veteri¬ 
nary care, are backing the Pet 
Parasite Action campaign to 
encourage people to help pro¬ 
tect their pet (and their family) 
against harmful parasites 
inside and out. 

The campaign is being sup¬ 
ported by TV and radio presen¬ 
ter Jenni Falconer. She said: 
“As a dog owner and a mum I 
want to be sure I do the best 
thing for my pet and my family. 

“During the Pet Parasite 
Action campaign I’m encourag¬ 
ing all pet owners to visit their 
vet for a simple way to help 
protect their pet against para¬ 
sites inside and out, including 
those that might be harmful to 
the rest of the family. Let’s act 
now to protect all the members 
of our family, furry or other¬ 
wise.” 

After conducting a nation¬ 
wide survey of more than 1,000 
dog owners, Pet Parasite 
Action says the findings con¬ 
firm that dogs are important 
members of the family and 
most owners say that losing 
their pet would be devastating. 
“The most important reason 


for owning a pet is to keep 
active but other reasons, such 
as non-judgemental love and an 
ability to give comfort, become 
more important across the 
regions.” 

The survey also discovered 
that 85 per cent of us happily 
hug our dogs and the majority 
let their dog sleep on their bed, 
sit on their sofa or lap, lick 
their faces and give them kiss¬ 
es. But 28 per cent said they 
have found parasites on car¬ 
pets, 26 per cent have spotted a 
parasite on themselves and a 
shocking four per cent have 
even found one on their child. 
Despite this, over a third of 
people say they never think 
about the parasites their pet 
might be hosting when they 
hug them. 

When it comes to pet para¬ 
sites, most dog owners don’t 
have an accurate view of which 
are the most risky to them or 
their family. It’s lungworm 
that worries owners most, with 
74 per cent saying it is the pet 
parasite they are most con¬ 
cerned about, with the only 
exceptions being the North 
East where fleas were the most 
concerning parasite and 
Scotland where ticks were of 
equal concern. 

While 82 per cent of dog own¬ 
ers are able to correctly identi¬ 


fy that lungworm could be fatal 
to their pets, 43 per cent say 
they think dog lungworm is the 
parasite that poses the greatest 
risk to human health, when 
actually it’s harmless to peo¬ 
ple. Furthermore, despite con¬ 
cern about its effects, 23 per 
cent say that they don’t know 
when their pet was last treated 
for lungworm. 

This is worrying because 
cases of this deadly parasite 
are increasing, and spreading 
throughout the country into 
previously unaffected areas. 

Just 48 per cent realise that 
ticks can cause fatalities in 
dogs because they can transmit 
diseases such as babesiosis. 
Only 28 per cent recognise that 
ticks (as a transmitter of Lyme 
disease in people) are a risk to 
human health. 

Ticks should be a concern to 
pet owners because the threat 
from this parasite to pets and 
people is growing: in recent 
years there has been an 
increase in tick numbers 
across the UK due to changing 
weather patterns and an 
increasing population of deer, 
which host ticks. 

The least worried about par¬ 
asite is probably one of the 
most concerning. Just 15 per 
cent say they are most worried 
about roundworms and a mere 


seven per cent correctly say 
they think it could threaten 
human health. 

Yet, if accidentally eaten, 
eggs from the roundworm 
Toxocara pose a significant 
threat to human health, poten¬ 
tially causing blindness or neu¬ 
rological disease - especially in 
children. 

One in four people don’t 
realise that their pet could 
have parasites but they might 
not be visible, as is often the 
case with lungworms, hard to 
find ticks and microscopic 
roundworm eggs. 

Around one in six say that 
it’s been about a year since 
they last treated their pet for 
ticks, lungworm or round- 
worms. The benefits of pet 
ownership are considerable 
and pet owners do not need to 
be alarmed. They just need to 
be aware of the risks of para¬ 
sites and the fact that simple, 
regular treatment will help to 
reduce these risks for all. 

During the Pet Parasite 
Action campaign throughout 
June and July, dog and cat 
owners in and around 
Kensington can contact Barons 
Court Vets, Abingdon veteri¬ 
nary clinic and Kensington vet¬ 
erinary care for advice on 
protecting their pet against 
parasites inside and out. 
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People have been enjoying the 
delights of Hyde Park this 
June as the UK sweltered in a 
heatwave.

I’ve had people who message me 
again and again and again .. .and 
finally I’ll give in. 

“Or do something different, a 
quirky photo or video. Also use 
YouTube - stars are bom on 
there.” 

Tinie encouraged the students to 
go to university, saying: “I didn’t 
go to university but I wish I had, I 
still may. But you students should 
really think seriously about going.” 

One student wanted to know 
how they could be more confident. 
Tinie responded: “Confidence hap¬ 
pens in stages. It comes from expe¬ 
rience in the real world. 

“Life helps you to build confi¬ 
dence. Everyone is nervous. I used 
to walk in a room and think why 
are people looking at me like that - 
it took me a while to realise that 
they were nervous too.”

Ake has had to weigh up the 
prospect of being way down the 
defensive pecking order should he 
stay another season at SW6, or move, 
either on loan again or make the 
final split. 

With the Blues getting £20million 
to add to their coffers, that’s the 
preferred option of the club. 

Ake had a loan spell with the 
Cherries last season before being 
recalled to Chelsea in January where 
he impressed in the left side of a back 
three defence. 

His good form also saw him make 
his Dutch international debut. 

Initially, Bournemouth wanted to 
nab John Terry, But the 
ex-Chelsea skipper is heading to 
the Midlands with Aston Villa 
favourites to sign him. 

Ake is expected back from holiday 
this week and a deal concluded by 
the middle of next week at the latest. 

Next out of the revolving door is 
expected to be Nemanja Matic. 

He was due to leave the club last 
season, but was persuaded to stay by 
Antonio Conte and ended up winning 


the Premier League. 

However, knowing that his time 
on the pitch will be limited should 
Conte get his preferred midfield 
signing, Matic is expected to be 
reunited with ex-Chelsea boss Jose 
Mourinho at Manchester United. 

A fee of £40million is expected 
to be agreed between the clubs 
this week. 

All this cash, as well as others, 
such as the £60million they got for 
Oscar in January will be going on 
landing Lukaku and a midfielder and 
a couple of defenders. 

The Blues should finalise the 
transfer of France international 
Tiemoue Bakayoko this week. 

Chelsea will have to shell out 
£37million for the Monaco man, who 
Conte wants to partner N’Golo in a 
reshaped midfield next season - 
hence the exit of Matic. 

Conte also hopes to tempt 
Juventus into selling them centre 
back Leonardo Bonucci. 

The defender, 30, would command 
an inflated price in the region of 
£45million. Southampton’s Virgil 
van Dijk is also on their radar. 

They hope that their £65million 
move for left back Alex Sandro will 
go more smoothly. 

The Italians would not stand in the 
way of the 26-year-old moving to 
London, but want him to hand in a 
transfer request. This is expected to 
happen this week. 

The Blues are planning to donate 
their match fee for the Community 
Shield encounter with Arsenal on 
August 6 to the Grenfell Tower 
disaster fund. 

Along with opponents Arsenal and 
McDonalds, the FA is hoping that 
£1.25million will be raised to support 
the victims of the fire. 

Supporters attending the Commu¬ 
nity Shield will also have the oppor¬ 
tunity to add to the funds raised by 
donating an optional £5 when 
they purchase their match ticket 
from the club. 

The club said: “We believe this 
year’s Community Shield will 
provide an opportunity for football to 
play its part in helping to bring 
some relief to the families affected by 
the fire.” 

Chairman Bruce Buck said: “It 
was with profound shock and sorrow 
we learnt of the tragedy that befell so

many people in the Royal Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea. 

“Our thoughts are with the 
families and friends of those who lost 
their lives and our deepest sympathy 
goes out to anybody who may have 
suffered in any way due to the 
dreadful fire at Grenfell Tower. 

“I believe it is appropriate and 
timely that the first major football 
match involving top-flight clubs to 
take place in our city since the 
tragedy will be dedicated in such a 
way to the victims, and to the enor¬ 
mous number of heroes of the rescue 
operation, especially given this 
occasion’s long history of being 
played for the benefit of the 
wider community and people in need 
of support. 

“We at Chelsea Football Club hope 
this Community Shield match with 
Arsenal will provide such support 
once again.” 

Some youngsters are heading out 
on loan next season. 

Tammy Abraham is expected to 
say no to Newcastle and Brighton 
and opt for a move to Wales 
with Swansea City the recipient

Abraham was a firm favourite 
with Bristol City fans last 
season while on loan to the 
Championship club. 

He netted 26 times in 
48 appearances. 

Versatile defender Fankaty Dabo 
will ply his trade in Holland 
next season where he will turn out 
for Vitesse Arnhem. 

Chelsea has excellent 
relations with the Dutch side, 
with many youngsters given a 
chance of first team action 
with them over the years. Dabo, 21, is 
the latest. 

Goalkeeper Nathan Baxter, 18, 
has joined National League 
outfit Woking on a season-long loan. 

Some of Chelsea’s kids 
are away on international duty, 
and today, Lewis Baker will turn 
out for England in the U-21 
European championships 
semi-Final against Germany 
in Poland. 

Also in contention for starting 
places are Nathaniel Chalobah and 
Tammy Abraham.
